Sunday will be St. Patrick’s Day, the 
anniversary of the patron saint of Ireland. 
On this occasion many other nationalities 
join in the celebration honoring this re­ 
markable man. 
Well loved everywhere, many legends 
have grown up in connection with his ca­ 
reer. One of the most famous is how he 
was responsible for the Shamrock becom­ 
ing the familiar Irish emblem. One day a 
group of his followers came to him and 
admitted that it was difficult for them to 
believe in the doctrine of the Holy Trinity. 
Plucking a leaf from the Shamrock, St. 
Patrick held it before them, bidding them 
to behold the living example of this “three 
in-one.” The simple beauty of this explana 
tion convinced them and from that day the 
Shamrock has been revered throughout 
Ireland. 
The “wearin’ of the green” signifies no 
creed or race on this day. Green is dis­ 
played everywhere in observance of St. 
Patrick’s Day and as a salute to Ireland. 
Primarily a religious holiday, special 
church services are held and there are nu­ 
merous social functions. 
The Irish look back to St. Patrick with 
great affection, because his courage and 
cheerfulness have been handed on to so 
many of his followers. Millions today keep 
his memory green. 


CALL THE FIREMAN EARLY 
Before World War II, tiny Belgium, 
standing in the shadow of the growing Nazi 
war machine, insisted on neutrality and 
refused all offers of military help from 
France. 
The moment the Germans broke across 
the Belgian border, the Belgians cried fran­ 
tically for assistance. It was too late, of 
course, to protect the frontiers. In fact the 
hastily 
summoned 
French

British 
armies never could establish a line. Bel­ 
gium surrendered in less than three weeks.

A 
discredited 
Indian 
politician, 
Krishna Menon, can make fresh hay out 
of foolish Indian fears that Western air aid

tack—might be imposed against India’s 
will. 
What is India’s will? That a proper air 
defense be discussed only when the Chi­ 
nese are driving across the Indian plains? 
Actually, the Indian government offi­ 
cially has requested an air defense study. 
That ought to be an answer to those like 
Mcnon, who toy irresponsibly with that 
nation’s safety, for their own political gain. 
Freedom already has had too many last- 
minute rescues. India’s independence of 
spirit hardly requires it to go to the final 
brink before seeking help.

S Q U A B B L E AMONG CONSERVATIVES 


Ju st when conservatives seem to be making 
headway in their w ar against modern collectiv­ 
istic "liberalism ,” they go and get themselves 
involved in a silly intram ural fight. 
On one side you will find the conservatives 
who champion old-fashioned individualism. On the 
other there are the conservatives who think in­ 
dividualism is disastrous, and th at the true con­ 
servative m ust think prim arily in term s of the 
community. 
The fight, at present, is being conducted on 
a highly theoretical level, in the colleges and in 
the more academic conservative publications. But 
academic fights and fighters usually end up by 
erupting into the arena of practical politics. Thus 
Frank Meyer, who speaks for the individualistic 
conservatives in a fine book entitled "In Defense 
of Freedom : A Conservative Credo,” and who 
does considerable lecturing before student groups 
around the country, has now emerged as one of 
the top policy m akers for the new New York 
S tate Conservative Party. 
Mr. Meyer believes th at conservatives who 
exalt duty to the com m unity above duty to one’s 
own individual sense of right and wrong usually 
end up as 
S tate worshippers. They confuse so­ 
ciety. which is wider than governm ent, with the 
set of politicians who happen, because of a m a­ 
jority vote that may be transient, to be in power. 
They forget Polonius’s words: "To thine own 
self be true.” 
Personally, I think conservatives w-ould do 
well to listen to Mr. Meyer and drop their bat­ 
tles over individualism -versus-the-eom m unity. The 
conservative movement still needs to close its 
ranks. I say this not because I am insensitive to 
community needs. Community spirit is obviously 
a fine thing, But it s i happens that concern for 
the community ic a commodity which, in America, 
is always in plentiful supply. The w orry about 
what m ight be called com m unitarianism is mis­ 
placed. 
For every one person who is concerned with 
individualism, there must be a thousand people 
who are out beating the bushes for some com­ 
m unity project. Graduates of private schools and 
colleges are busy as birddogs collecting for en­ 
dowment funds. Kiwanis club locals hold peanut 
sales to raise money for scholarships and for day 
camps for crippled children. Bereaved parents 
who have lost a son head up drives for youth 
com munity centers. Garden club women, having 
read Rachel O rso n ’s dire warnings that the in­ 
discrim inate use of insecticides may be poisoning 
the earth, pressure the community to do some­ 
thing about the situation. O ther people who are 
equally concerned with our environm ent crusade 
for the continued use of insecticides lest devour­ 
ing beetles and m alarial mosquitoes should in­ 
herit the globe. 
Then there are the charitable and public- 
spirited foundations, so many of them that it 
takes a book to list those found in New York 
City alone. They pour money into medical re

SENSIBLE SAFETY CHECK 
There is so much good sense in periodic 
automobile safety inspection that it is hard 
to realize that less than half the 50 states 
have such programs. 
Local inspection does exist in some states 
which have no programs. This is all to the 
good, hut it is hardly enough. Inspection 
should be required uniformly throughout 
the nation. 
Fourteen additional states are now con­ 
sidering inspection legislation. 
Presuming 
it meets the standards of the Uniform Ve­ 
hicle Code, it deserves to pass in every in­ 
stance. 
Judging from the laws now on the books, 
semiannual vehicle inspection is about as 
frequent as can reasonably be hoped for.

ANSWER: You want him to do brilliantly 
in aehool, don’t you? 
H e’s aw are of (hat, you know. And I expect 
he has become as scared ot school failure as you 
are. If I’m right he knows thai your ‘ h e lp ’ is 
really your demand for perfect work. He knows 
that by rushing to look up words in the dictionary 
for him, you are actually saying, "Heaven forbid 
that you should he found misseplling a word.” 
He com plains about his burdensome homework 
because he dares not complain about his burden­ 
some obligation to produce a brilliant school 
record for you. 
I know’ that shining high school m arks make 
college admission easier, and outstanding college 
records lead to outstanding jibs, which insure 
more money and social status. But why arc these 
end consequences so vitally im portant to you? To 
whom arc >ou trying to give a good account of 
yourself? 
We will “help" a child with homework for 
many reasons other than interest in the child. 
We may “help” him w ith it to shame a husband 
who hasn’t earned enough money and social status 
for us. We mav secretly regard our own lives as 
disappointing 
and pursue the child with our 
am bition in the hope that his success will restore 
our sense of im portance. 
Under any such circumstance* the child 
will resent the “help” not only because It Is 
pressure disguised as “help” but because it is 
false interest In him. 
In your position I w’Ould examine my fear of 
my son s possible school failure. I would ask my­ 
self, ‘T o whom am I tr>ing to justify mvself 
through this child?” When I d found out, I would 
release my son from my fear of school failure. 
Instead of rushing about trying to do his home­ 
work for him, I’d say, ‘T m through pushing you. 
Just do the best you can with your hom ework— 
and w hatever m arks you bring home from school 
will be O K. w ith m e.”

Full-Crew Law 
Dead in Albany

state’s railroad full • crew laws 
were assured today of at least an­ 
other year’s existence. 
Legislation to repeal the con­ 
troversial statutes is dead for the 
current session of the Legislature, 
and the laws will enter their 51st 
year still intact. 
legislative s o u r c e s reported 
Friday that the Senate Public 
Service Committee had decided 
against bringing a repeal bill to 
the floor for a vote. The Assem­ 
bly 
Public 
Service 
Committee 
killed a similar bail earlier this 
week. 
In making the decision, the Re­ 
publican - controlled committees 
weighed two factors—the opposi­ 
tion of organized labor to repeal 
and a recommendation by the 
Public 
Service Commission 
for 
repeal of the laws. 
The laws specify the minimum 
number of men railroads must 
assign to trains. 
The committee actions had the 
support of Senate Majority Leader 
Walter J. Mahoney. Gov. Rocke­ 
feller reportedly also opposed re­ 
peal of the laws. 
Mahoney s home city of Buffalo 
contains large units of railway 
labor unions. 
Railroads contend that the full- 
crew laws force them to assign 
more * men than are needed to 
operate trains safey—a practice 
commonly 
known 
as 
“feather­ 
bedding.” 
Labor unioas argued that the 
laws are as necessary now, to 
protect passengers and crews, as 
when they were signed into law 
March 31, 1913. 
The Public Service Commission 
studied the situation and reported 
to the Legislature that “there is 
no tonger any reasonable relation­ 
ship between rhe statutory full- 
crew requirements and the safely 
of

railroad 
operations 
in­ 
volved.” 
Railway 
unions 
rejected 
that 
conclusion, 
holding that techno­ 
logical developments, such as die­ 
sel engines that make possible 
longer and faster trains, had in­ 
creased the hazards. 
The railroads complained dur­ 
ing the PSC hearing in 1959 that 
the full-crew laws forced them to 
employ 2 242 excess men in New 
York State at a cost of $15 mil­ 
lion a year.

BOSTON AP—Last April 5, 
accountant Melbourne Doucette 
Jr., 25, received a kidney trans­ 
planted from a dead m an whose 
name Doucette doesn’t know to 
this day. 
Now, l l months later, Doucette, 
father of two boys, wx>rks in a 
basement office in his Wakefield 
home and lives an almost normal 
life, except for daily check-up 
visits to a hospital. 
Beneficiary of an historic sur­ 
gical operation, Doucette now has 
lived longer than any other per­ 
son in America after receiving a 
kidney from a dead man. A pa­ 
tient in France has survived 14 
months.

I' lemming Says 
Schools Should 
Be Used All Y ear 


The nine-month school year for 
high school and college students 
is outmoded, insists A rthur S. 
Flemming, former secretary of 
Health, Education and W elfare, 
a native Kingstonian. 
It should be replaced by a 
twelve-month year. Classrooms 
should be open — not locked — 
during the months of June, July 
and August, he w rites in his 
April column in Good Housekeep­ 
ing Magazine. 
The student will benefit be­ 
cause he can begin his career 
from two to five year's earlier 
than he docs today. "The quality 
of his education will not suffer, * 
w rites Flemming. "Acquiring an 
education will Ire regarded as 
much more serious business than 
it is by many today.” 
"The shift from the nine-month 
to the twelve-month school year 
is under way in at least 33 col­ 
leges and universities." Flemming 
continues. "An increasing num ­ 
ber of our secondary schools are 
using sum m er sessions in order 
to help students cut down the 
time they spend in high school." 


Taking Squeaks 
Out of Floors

Squeaking floors and creak- 
stairs don’t indicate that your 
home is tailing apart. Yet, these 
annoying conditions should be 
corrected. 
They won’t get bet­ 
ter if left alone, simply louder. 
Squeaking floors can occur in 
either an old or new house. 
Causes include subflooring pull­ 
ing away from joists, subflooring 
and finish flooring pulling part, 
nails loosening throughout the 
flooring, 
shrinkage 
of 
wood, 
warping, poor workm anship and 
general w ear and tear. 
As you walk across the floor, 
you push it down. It bounces up 
as 
you 
remove 
your 
weight. 
Then, too. a loose rail may move, 
causing a squeak. 
Such recommended cures as 
powdered graphite, soap, or lin­ 
seed oil used as lubricants are 
tem porary and cure only the 
symptoms. 
H rst Floor 
First floor repairs are com­ 
paratively 
simple 
when 
the 
floor’s 
underside 
is 
unfinished 
and forms the basement ceiling. 
Locate the squeak before you 
sta rt 
repairs. 
Have 
someone 
walk on the floor while you ob­ 
serve 
from 
below. 
Mai k 
the 
noisy areas. 
A better method is to drive a 
D a-inch finishing nail into the 
trouble spot from above. 
Then 
the nail will serve as a m arker 
from below'. 
Nail can be coun- 
| ter sunk and filled if desired. 
Thin wooden wedges—shingles 
work well—can be driven be­ 
tween joists and floor to keep 
the floor boards from moving. 
I Drive them in carefully. 
Too 
| much force m ay push up the 
J floor. 
Another 
m ethod 
of 
raising 
loose boards is to nail a wood 
strip along the top edge of the 
Joists. 
Fit it tight against the 
floor before fastening. T hat may 
do it. 
Persistent Squeaks 
If squeaking persists, try pull­ 
ing the loose boards down. Drive 
screws through the wood strips 
mentioned above. 
A clearance 
hole must he drilled into the 
strip, however, so that the screw’ 
will be able to pull the flooring 
down. The screws should be just 
long enough to reach into but 
not through the flooring. T ight­ 
ening 
should 
pull 
down 
the 
boards. 
Angle irons can be used for 
the same purpose. Install them 
just below the top edge of the 
joist 
so 
that 
screws 
through 
the portion parallel to the floor­ 
ing will draw the boards down. 
Pulling down the subflooring 
m ay not be enough, however. 
It may be necessary to pull 
subfloor and finished floor to­ 
gether. 
Use screw s from below 
but make certain that they aren’t 
so long I hat they go all the w ay 
through. 
C l e a r a n c e 
holes 
through the subflooring are im ­ 
portant here. 
Top Job 
If 
the 
basem ent 
ceiling 
Is 
closed or if you are xvorking on 
the second floor, it will be neces­ 
sary to make repairs from above. 
T ry an easy cure first. Use a 
wooden block and a ham m er to 
pound the floor bade against the 
joists. 
The block will prevent 
the ham m er from m arring the 
surface. 
If this doesn’t work. you will 
have to add m ore nails to hold 
floor to joists. 
Locate the joists 
by pounding w ith your fist or a 
m allet until you hear a solid 
sound 
You can also try to look 
for nail m arks where the boards 
xvere nailed to the joists, but the 
holes will be covered with putty 
and it may be difficult. 
M ag­ 
n e tic devices tor finding feists 
are also available at hardw are 
stores. 
Drive 3-inch finishing nails at 
an angle to form a "V,” drawing 
the boards and joist together. 
Sink the heads w ith a nailset and 
fill the holes w ith wood filler.

Obvious First 
Do the obvious things first. 
Store unseasonal items in sel­ 
dom-used closets, or purchase 
dustproof garm ent bags th at can 
be hung in an out-of-the-way 
corner of the basem ent or attic. 
Room can be mode for hanging 
extra item s by installing coat 
hooks on closet walls or on bac ks 
of doors. 
Between 
the 
door and 
the 
clothes 
th ere’s 
w aste 
space, 
som etim es as much as six inches. 
Why not 
install shelves w ith 
raised edges so th a t item s don’t 
fall off? 
R earrange 
hanging 
clothes. 
Overcoats and dresses m ay re­ 
quire the full depth from rod to 
floor. On the other hand, jackets 
and skirts may not. 
W ith all of 
the small Items together you 
may find there’s room below for 
another rod. 
Incidentally, a low 
clothes rod Is ideal in a child’s 
closet.

toy chest. Build yourself a giant 
rollout toy bin -larg e box on 
casters—th at fits b«low clothes 
and is flush w ith the front of 
the closet. 
Remodeling Method 
To get the most from your 
closets, you con resort to com­ 
plete remodeling if you have the 
skill.

Picture Hanging 
Done With Care 


By MR. FIX 


T here comes a tim e when you 
or your wife will w ant to hang 
a picture or m irror en those un­ 
m arred walls in your home. 
It 
may be th at the house is new. 
Or, in an older dwelling, you 
may have just painted or papered 
the walls. 
In cither event, 
it’s under­ 
standable 
if 
you 
hesitate 
to 
pound holes in those otherw ise 
perfect surfaces. 
Picture hanging, when done 
w ith care and thought, can be 
done w ith a minim um of perm a­ 
nent damage. 
Simple to Hang 
Sim plest hanging devices are 
adhesive 
hooks, 
m etal 
hooks 
backed with a cloth adhesive 
th at becomes sticky when soaked 
in w ater. The adhesive should 
dry on the wall in about 20 m in­ 
utes. It c m be removed by soak­ 
ing again. 
Hooks are available 
in a variety of sizes for varying 
weight. 
Use them for relatively 
light objects only; never for m ir­ 
rors or other breakable items. 
For more sectility, use regular 
picture hooks, a hook w ith a 
brad th at goes through it at an 
angle. 
Use cellulose tape on the 
wall to prevent the plaster from 
cracking. 
This doesn’t always 
work, and if you are driving a 
large nail, drill a pilot hole first. 
The hole needn’t be more than a 
quarter-inch deep or just enough 
to sta rt the nail. 
W ith heavy hocks and long 
nails, try to locate the w all stud 
and drive the nail into that. 
Heavy Duty 
Extrem ely heavy item s -large 
m irrors and shelves- should be 
hung w ith a wall anchor or tog­ 
gle bolt, particularly on 
thin 
walls. 
Drill a hole first. 
The 
w’all anchor opens behind the 
wall as the bolt is tightened. 
Toggle 
bolts 
have 
collapsible 
wings th a t fold and then open 
behind the wall. 
H angers for the backs of pic­ 
tures are generally fastened to 
the 
fram e 
w ith 
screws. 
The 
hole in the tiny m etal plate slips 
over the wall hook. 
F or sizable items use wire. 
Fasten the ends to tiny screw 
eyes on each side of the fram e 
behind the picture 
Since there will be a certain 
am ount of slack in the wire, do- 
term ine where it will m eet the 
wall hook before installing tho 
hook. 
M ark the wall w here you 
w ant the top of the fram e to 
come. 
Then m easure the dis­ 
tance from the w ire 
pulling it 
tight first—to the top of tho 
frame. 
M easure down this sam e 
distance from the m ark on the 
wall and place the hook there. 
Go Straight 
Don’t tru st your eye to get 
the picture straight. Uso a plumb 
bob along one edge of the pic­ 
ture. 
You can improvise one 
with a string and a sm all object 
of m oderate w right. 
A vrmU 
m ark or two on tho wall at the 
bottom of tho picture will help 
you get the right position again 
if you take down the picture. 


Remove Wax 
Planning 
to 
varnish

Varnish will adhere 
tightly to a clean surface but 
not to wax.

Red Cloud Was Chief 
Through and Through 


Red Cloud was one of the 
most savage and most widely 
known of all the Sioux Indian 
chiefs. For many years he was 
one of the most influential 
Indians in the whole country, 
and although he claimed to be 
good, he was crafty and mean, 
and had a bad influence at all 
times. 
Many people believed that 
Red Cloud was not really a 
Sioux Indian, except by adop­ 
tion or accident. He had a 
sister who was living in Chat­ 
tanooga, Tenn., in 1891, and 
she told the following story 
of his early life. 
When he was a baby 3 years 
old, he was kidnaped from 
his parents* home in Wis­ 
consin, on an Indian reserva­ 
tion, and they did not know 
anything about him or where 
he was for 18 years. When he 
was found he was living with 
the red men and had been 


for a conference with Prest 
dent Grant and the secretary 
of the interior, pleading for 
his people’s rights to their 
land. He was less hostile to 
the whites than Sitting Bull, 
and understood how foolish it 
was to resist the white man’s 
government, yet he was i 
noted leader in numerous out 
breaks and massacres, which 
form a part of the history of 
our country in its early days. 
He was able to put on a 
pious air even when plotting 
meanness and when he made 
a bad move he was so crafty 
that he managed to step into 
the background and let some 
one else take the blame. 
Red C l o u d ’s camp was 
across from the boarding 
school of the Pine Ridge gov­ 
ernment agency, on the oppo­ 
site ridge, with the hollow of 
the creek between them. Red 
Cloud lived in a two-story

forgotten his own name, but 
remembered that of his father 
and his dog. 
When he was taken back to 
his own home, he stayed only 
a few weeks, for he longed to 
go back to his adopted people. 
He spoke English very poorly, 
but French very fluently. His 
sympathy was with the Indi­ 
ans who had reared him, so 
he left his parents, brothers 
and sisters. He returned to 
the Sioux tribe and remained 
a semisavage the rest of his 
life. 
He was well informed and 
traveled to Washington once

As 
international 
trade 
grows, more and more coun­ 
tries are modernizing their 
lighthouses. Although light­ 
houses have existed for thou­ 
sands of years, it’s only in the 
last couple of centuries that 
much progress was made in 
their construction and equip­ 
ment. 
The modern lighthouse is 
much more than a pictur­ 
esque tower sitting high on a 
rocky ledge. Today it is fitted 
with enormously powerful 
lights, electric fog signals and 
detectors, a radio telephone 
and often a radio beacon 
which may be fully auto­ 
matic. This is quite a jump 
from a lighthouse years ago 
which used coal. In fact, one 
famous lighthouse in England 
was lighted by 24 candles. 
An American first experi­ 
mented with multiple wicks 
in the 18th century, and so 
did a Frenchman. They used 
as many as ten wicks and felt 
this was real progress. The 
wicks were kept moving to 
avoid having to trim them. 
Whale oil, lard, cocoanut oil 
and olive oil were burned. 
Mineral oil finally Increased 
illumination to six times. 
Electrical lig h tin g was 
tried in 1860 but soon aban­ 
doned as impractical. It was 
1920 before it came into favor 
again. The carbon and mer­ 
cury lamps of that era gave 
out a powerful beam, but the 
carbon burned out quickly, 
and the mercury appeared 
green which confused sailors. 
Now a remarkably satis­ 
factory lamp has appeared. It 
uses xenon gas at high pres­ 
sure in a small glass bulb, 
and it was really invented as 
a projector for colored films. 
Its light is intensely white 
and doesn’t change color. 
A 2000-watt xenon lamp 


gives about 20,000 candles I on the light at dusk and 
per square centimeter. Lamps switches it of! again at day- 
of a million candle power 
are in use. A patented device 
strikes the arc of light and 
then extinguishes it. This 
newest development is cer­ 
tainly a contrast to the 24 
candles. 
Of as much importance as 
the new lamps are the dif­ 
ferent systems invented to 
gather up and focus light 
rays. Lenses are now smaller 
and more easily managed. 
Specially 
designed mirrors 
give a flash of light which is 
visible to a troubled ship as 
much as 35 miles away. 
Just as at home and in in­ 
dustry, there's a demand for 
equipment which uses fewer 
men to manage it. So today 
many lighthouses are semi­ 
automatic or fully automatic. 
An old-time lighthouse-keep- 
cr was kept plenty busy. 
Every half hour, he had to 
wind the Instrument which 
turned on the light beam 
Now the instruments 
on smooth-gliding ball bear 
tags, and just a touch of the 
«•»* lefter* from you 


break. 
When lights flash on and 
off in the tower, it is called 
“the character.” An electron­ 
ic device now takes care of 
this pattern of light. 
Filament lamps average 
about 800 hours of service, 
but they can burn out sudden­ 
ly. To prevent a possible 
tragedy, an apparatus was in­ 
vented which replaces bulbs 
in just one • and • one • half 
seconds. 
A lighthouse makes use of 
sound as well as light. At one 
time bells 
and explosives 
were used on a foggy night. 
Air sirens were audible for 


about 
IO miles but they 
were large and took up pre­ 
cious room in the narrow 
tower. Now the most popular 
fog-signal is electric, and it 
consists of pressure units and 
concrete horns which set like 
windows in the tower. In fog­ 
gy weather, radar and radio 
aid in picking up weather in­ 
formation. Some towers are 
able to transmit Morse sig­ 
nals over a radio beam to a 
ship trying to find its direc­ 
tion. 
Most manned lighthouses 
keep in touch with ships, 
Coast Guard and lifeboat sta­ 
tions through the use of a 
radio-telephone.

The spokesman said early sur­ 
veys indicate this winter might 
have been as bad as the winter of 
1959-60, when 16 deer per square 
mile of surveyed area died of 
starvation.

“In 1775 there w'ere less than 
750 inhabitants inside the bord­ 
ers of the present Towm of Sau­ 
gerties. Out of these there were 
not even a hundred living in the 
village, There were two or three 
English speaking families, 
but 
all the rest were Dutch, Palatine 
and Huguenot. 
“Neither Malden nor Glasco 
existed and no one lived in the 
quarry villages. Katsbaan and 
West Camp had as many people 
as they have today. 
Prior to the Revolution the 
village consisted of 12 buildings 
and a school house. The church 
at 
Katsbaan, 
built 
in 
1732, 
served most of the people. There 
was also a church at West Camp 
that was built in 1710, the year 
the Palatines settled there. 
“Kaufm an’s Corners on the 
south side of the OW King’s 
Ri>ad was owned by Cornelius 
Person. This was the store for 
the whole region. Albany-New 
York stagecoaches stopped here 
to collect and deliver mail. P re­ 
historic meetings were held here 
before the war. They were also 
held at the tavern of Abraham 
Post in the village. 
“Irater recruits to reinforce tho 
army 
at 
Saratoga 
assembled 
here. After the war John Jacob 
Astor 
had 
his 
headquarters 
here and the trappers of the 
Catskills 
brought 
him 
their 
fur*. 
“The stone house on Main 
Street (built in 1728 by Hiskia 
Du Bois, a Huguenot from New 
Paltz) was the scene of much 
activity. When Benedict Arnold 
was a trusted friend of George 
W ashington he often came to 
the house known as the Kiersted 
House. Tradition says he met his 
second wife there. Two sons of 
CTiristian Myer. who was a son 
of one of the first Palatine set­ 
tlers, carried General Burgoyne 
into Albany from Saratoga after 
the brilliant American victory. 
Schools had just begun to teach 
English. Dutch was the every­ 
day language of the residents of 
the Saugerties area. English was 
rarely spoken until the Civil 
War. However, all public docu­ 
m ents except for wills were w rit­ 
ten in English. 
“There was no impression in 
favor of England here. The Eng­ 
lish power was just and liberal 
until the arrival to power of 
I .Ord North and his ultra Tory 
ministry. When Lexington was 
fought on April 19, 1775, three 
years of complete Americanism 
had had its influence upon the 
men of Saugerties. Patriots of 


Ulster County were so enthused 
over the revolution that a meet­ 
ing was held at Hurley on Janu­ 
ary 6, 1775, to arouse the peo­ 
ple to resist the demands of 
tyranny. 
“A meeting at Kingston fol­ 
lowed. At the meeting a com­ 
mittee of observation was ap­ 
pointed. This cons;stcd of seven 
members of which three were 
from Saugerties: Johannes Per­ 
son, Christian Fiero and Egbert 
Schoonmaker. 
“One of the acts of this com­ 
mittee w'as to see that mer­ 
chants did not sell or vend any 
East India tea. 
"A meeting of the Provincial 
Congress was held on April 28, 
1775. It resolved ‘a general as­ 
sociation of freeholders and in­ 
habitants be formed and that 
the articles thereof be presented 
for signature to every inhabitant 
before July 15, 1775.” 
It was 
called the Articles of Associa­ 
tion. When it came to Sauger­ 
ties (Kingston) there were only 
13 men who refused to sign. 
“A regiment that was called 
to the Canada invasion was from 
Ulster County. It was under the 
leadership 
of 
James 
Clinton 
who was made colonel. It was 
then placed under command of 
General 
Montgomery. 
H ie re­ 
organized militia called for four 
regiments. 
"Saugerties w’as included in 
the northern or First 
Ulster 
Regiment. 
It was commanded 
under Colonel Johannes Harden- 
bergh. When it was finally or­ 
ganized it entered under Colonel 
Johannes Snyder, a native of 
Saugerties. On July 9 Congress 
resolved that one-fourth part of 
the militia of the counties of 
Westchester. Dutchess. Orange 
and Ulster were to he drawn 
from the defense of the liberties. 
It said these people should as­ 
sist the families who were still 
fighting. 
"The Saugerties regiment was 
sent to stop Burgoyne. It was 
placed under General Peter Ten 
Broeck. At the battle at Bemus 
Heights our Saugerties militia 
was in the thick of the fight. As 
the Saugerties troops returned 
from Saratoga they were given a 
welcome at Asbury. Then they 
crossed the county line into Ul­ 
ster and were then escorted down 
(he Old King's Road through 
Saugerties. 
"On October 6. the British a t­ 
tacked the forts of Governor 
George Clinton. Two 
hundred 
and fifty patriots were killed but 
300 British lives w-ere lost. 
"A heavy chain wa* built at 
Kingston 
across 
the 
Hudson 
River to prevent the British from 
sailing up it. However, the Brit­ 
ish forced it and burned Kings­ 
ton on October 16. 1777. The 
next day they reached Saugerties 
and burned the buildings of Gen­ 
eral Peter Ten Broeck and the 
Livingstons. On the 22nd they set 
fire to the west side of Sauger­ 
ties. Two houses with bam s were 
burned. This was the campaign 
of 1777. 
"The next two years were 
quiet 
around 
Saugerties. 
The 
men were scouting along the 
mountains of Ulster and Dela-
